Tb« exprem gratilude to God, ia the name 
ot Um People, for the pr— rwrtioa of the 
United StatM, i« my ftrat d«ty in addreBs- 

ing you. Our thoughts next revert to the 
death of the late Pretiideul by an net of par- 
ricidal treason. The grief of the nation is 
■till frceh; it finds boom eolaoe in the cod- 
■Meration that be lived to enjoy the highest 
proof of its confidence by entering on the 
renewed term of the Chief Magistracy, to 
which tie had been elected; that he broaght 
the civU waf substantially to a close; that 
bis loss was deplored in all parts of the 
Union; and that foreign nations have ren- 
<lered justice to hits memory. His removal 
cast upon me a heavier weight of carea than 
ever (wvolved ujx)n any one of his prede- 
cessors. To fulfil my trust I need the sup- 
poit and ooofideaoe uf all who are aaeocia- 
taAwttliaMlatteTMiMn li i ipw l— ii **f 
tke Omwia e u t, mmA the aopport and ooa- 
ttdenoe of the pe<^le. There is but one way 
in which I can hope to gain ibeir necessary 
aid; it ia, to state with frankness the priu- 
«4plea piMe aiy eoDdaot, and their 

appHoaOn tomepTCMOt atate of aftairs, 
well aware that the effieiency of my labors 
wiil. in a great mesHnre, depend on yoor 
and their undivided approbation. 

The Union of the United States of Amer- 
ica was intended by its authors to last as 
long as the States themselve a ah ail last. 
**Th« Ukion shall bb ravaiUALk** 
the words of the Confederation. **To form 
A MORE PBRTBCT Uhion," bv sn Ordinance 
of the people of the United States, is the 
declared poipoae of the CooatituUoo. The 
band of DMm VtwM um m Wnm aerer 
more plainly viaible in the aflUra of wamu 
than in the framing and the adoptinf of 
liial instrument. It is, beyond compari- 
aoo, (he neatest event in American hiatory; 
MM feaiMd Hk Mtiaf all evenu in modern 
tlaiM^thn moat pragnant with conseq uen <■ cs 
to everv people on earth? The mem- 
bers of the Convention which prej.ared it, 
brought to their work the experience of the 
CoafSedMitfoa. of their several States, and 
of other Bipdbllcan (lOvernmentH, old and 
new; but they needetllnd they obtained a 
wisdom superior to experience. And when 
for its validity it re<iuired the approval of a 
people that ooeuMed a laige part of a con- 
tiMstaad acted aeparately in many dis- 
tinot coaveatioDa, intat is more wonderful 
than that, att^ earnest oontention and 
long diacoasion, all feelings and all opin- 
ions were ultimately drawn in one wa^- to 
its support? 

The Constitution to which life was thus 
imparted contains witUa if si f ample re- 
sources for its preservation. It has the 
power to infor<-e the laws, )>unish treasons 
and insure domestic tranquility. In l ase of 
the Go\'emment of a Slate by one man, of 
•a oliganliy, tt baooBiea a duty of the Uai- 
taC States to Biake good the gaataalea to 
that State of a republican form of govem- 
meol, and to maintain the homogeneous- 
Mas of alL Does the lapse of tune reveal 
tlifMJttf i aiiapie laodeof amendment i'^ 
provided in the Oonstltation itself, so ihat 
Its conditions can always be made to con- 
form to the re<iuin uients of advancing civ- 
ilization. No room is al.owed even for the 
thoo^t of a possibility of its com hilt i> an 
end. And these powers of self-preservation 
have always been a«i«rtfi(l in their cjuiplete 
integrity by every patriotic Chief Magis- 
trate—by Jefferaoo aad Jackson, not less 
than by Washington and Madiaon. The 
parting advice of the Father of his Coun- 
try, while yet Preaideat, to the people of 
the United Stetaa. was, thai tha'Hbae Oan- 
stitntion, which was the work ot their 
hands, migb: be sacredly maintained;" and 
the inaugural word? of President Jeflerson 
op "the preservation of the tieneral 
' in il>' constitutional vigor, as 
tte Aaat aadMr of our peace at home and 
safetv abroad." The Constitution is the 
work of "the People of the l uited Sutes," 
and it should be as indestructible as the 
people. 

It is not strange that the framers of the 
Constitution, which had no model in the 
past, should not have folly oompcaheaded { 
the excellence ol their own work. Freebu 
from a struggle against arbitrary power, 
many patriou suffered from haraj^siiig fears 
of an alieorption of the State Governments 
by the General Oovemment, and oiany from 
a dread that the SUtes would break away 
from their orbits. Hut the very preataess 
of our country should allay llie apprehen- 
sion of encroachmenu by the General Gov- 
ernment. TheaubieotsfitetaoaM onqnes- 
tioaably within ito .lorfad ctioa are su nu- 
merous, that it must ever aalanil^ refuse 
to be emlMrrassed by questiMM tkaft lie be- 
' , the EKecutive 
ichan- 

Mte of jaslioe would be chotod; legislation 
would t»e obstructed by excess; so that 
there is a greater temptation to exercise 
aome of the functions of the General Gov- 
amment throai^ the States than to trespi>ss 
on their rigfatfU sphere. "The absolute ac- 
fjuiesoeiice in the decisions of the majority ' 
Mas. Ht the beginning of the century, in- 
loroed by Jefferson "sis the vital principle 
of republics,'' and the events of the last 
four years have established, we will hope 
fore\"er. that there lies no appeal to force. 

The maintenance ot tlie I nion brings 
with it "the eupi»ort of the State Govern- 
a^onts in all their ri^'h'^:' but it is not one 
of the rights ol any .siaie < ;(>vernment to 
renounce its own place in the Union, or to 
nuUifvihe laws of the Union. Thelaimst 
(iberi V is t^ ite maintained in the discnauon 
of the nets of ihe Federal Government; but 
Cher. IS i;o appeal Irom its laws, except to 
the various branches of the Government it- 
artt; or to the people, mko paattotha aiMn - 
hers of the L^gtelative aadaf the ffyenative 
I>epHrtments no (caaMlNiil • Uarflsd oae, 
and in ih^t mannaraUraja lalsia tfcapaw- 
« iH of redress. 

•'The sov«ic%Bly of Um Stataa" ialka 
langu:<ge of the Oonfsderaey, and not the 
laniruage ' f the Constitution. The latter 
conUiiu-5 the emphali<- words: "The Con- 
stitution, and the laws of the United States 
whiefa shall be made in pomuaaos thereof, 
aad alt treaties made or whMi shall be 
made under the authoriiy of the I nited 
States, shall be the supreme law oi the 
land; and the judges in every State shall be 
baaad thereby, anyl hiag la tha oaaatit u- 
tion or laws of any BMto ta tfea oaalfary 
ni t withstanding." 

< Vrui.uly liie Government ol the United 
Stales is a limited government; and so is 
State Covernmeui a limited govem- 
it. With us, this idea of limitation 
spre-ids through every form oi administra- 
tion, general, Stateand mu-.ic pai.and rests 
on the great distinguish I n)i i.rincijile of the I 
recognition of the rigbls of man. The an- 
cient republi>- absorlv-u the iiidu idiial iu 
this State, prescriljed his religion, and wn- 
UonsdMaaatfvttgr. Tha Aaieiican system 
rets oa ths aatfion of theeqnal r^tof 
every man to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness; to freed' ui of conscien< e; to 
Um cultnre and exercise of all his faculties.

Constitution brings with it the |>eri)etuity 
of Um States; Uieir mutual celation makes 
aa actet we are, and in our political system 
their oonneotioB is indissoluble. The whole 
cannot exist without the parts, nor the 
parts witiiout the whole. So long as the 
ConsUtuUou of the United SUtes endures, 
the SlatM "will aadare; the destruction of 
the one ts the destnietion of the other; the 
preeervation of the one is the preservation 
of the other. * 

I have thus explaiiied my views of the 
mutual relations oi ihe t oiistitutions and 
the States, because tliey unlohi the princi- 
ples on which 1 have sought to solve the 
momentous <juestiou6 and overcome the 
appalling difficulties that met me at the 
very oommenoementol my administration. 
It has been my steadfast object to escape 
from the sway of momentary passions, and 
to derive a healing policy from the funda- 
mental and unchanging principles of the 
Constitution. 

I found the States suffering Irom the ef- 
fects of a civil wa«. Beaistanoe to the 
Gea«al GafanuBset appeared to have ex- 
hansted Itaelf. The United Statea had re- 
covered possession of their forts and arse- 
nals: and their armies were in the occupa- 
tion of every State which had attempted to 
secede. Whether the territory within the 
limits of these States should be held as con- 
quered territory, under military authoriiy 
emanating from the Preaident as the head 
of the army, was the first question that pre- 
sented itself for decision. 

Now, military ^vernments, established 
for an indefinite period, would iiave offered 
DO secarity fhr thaaaaiy ■ a p pia ai i o n of dis- 
content; would haye dirlded the people 
into the vanqnishers and the vanquished; 
and would have en\enomed ha;.red, rather 
than have restored affection. Once estab- 
linhsd, ao pief^ lionit to their continuance 
was coBoeiVable. They would have occa- 
sioned an incalculable and exhausting ex- 
pense. Peaceful emigration to and from 
that portion of the country is one of the 
best means that can be thought of for the 
restoration of harmony; and that emigra- 
tion would have been prevented; for what 
emigrant from abroad, what industrious 
citizen at home, would place himself will- 
ingly under military rule? The chief per- 
sons who would have followed in the train 
of the army wou<d have been dependent 
on the General Gtovemm^t, or men who 
expected profit from the miseries of their 
erring fellow-citizens. The powers of pa- 
tronage and rule which would have been 
exercised, under the President, over a vast, 
and populous, and naturally waatthy la- 
gion, are greater than, unless under ex- 
treme necessity, I should be willing to en- 
trust any one man; they are such as, tor 
myself, I could never,- unless on occasions 
of pnaft aaMmMMj, oonsent to exercise. 
The wiUfhl use of such powers, if continued 
through a period of years, would have en- 
dangered the purity'of the general admin- 
istration and the liberties of the States 
which remained loyal. 

Besides, the policy of military rule over a 
conquered territory would have implied 
that the states, whose iuhabilanls may have 
taken part in the rebellion, had, by the act 
of those inhabitants, ceased to exist. But 
the tme theory is, that all pretended acts of 
secession were, from the beginning, null 
and void. The States cannot commit trea- 
son, nor screen the individual citizens who 
may have oommited treason, any more 
than they can make valid treaties or engage 
in lawful commerce with any foreign pow- 
er. The States atte— atiag to asesda pliMsed 
themselves in a Bsailtiea wheca thair vi- 
tality wi

But if aar state B«|daets oriaAMai to par- 
form its omoee, thereis more need that the 

General <;overninent should maintain all 
its authoMi\-, aud, as soon as practicable, 
resume the exercise of all its functions. O . 
this priaoiple I liave acted, aadhave gradu- 
ally and quietly, and by almost imperoep- 
tible steps, sought to restore the rightful 
energy ol' the <;eii'Tal Government and of 
the States. To that end, I'rovisional Gov- 
ernors have been appointed for the states, 
Conventions called. Governors elected, Leg- 
islatures assembled, and Senatots and Re- 
presentatives chosen to the Congress of the 
United States. At the same time, the Courts 
of the United States, as far as could be 
done, have been re.stored, so that the laws 
of the United Sta t es m ay be inforced through 
their agency. The blockade has besa re- 
moved and the cnstom-honses r e c s t ab- 
blished in ports of en'ry, so that the reve- 
nue of the United Stales may be collected. 
Tae Postoffice Department renews its cease- 
less activity, aad tha Oaasral Government 
is thereby enabled to communicate 
I)romptly with its officers and agents. The 
courts bring security to persons aud prop- 
erty; the opening of ports invites the resto- 
ration of indnst^ and commerce; the post- 
office renews the facilities of social inter- 
course and ol business. And is it not happy 
for all, that the restoration lor each one of 
those functions of the General Government 
brings with it a hisasing to the States over 
which they are extended? Is it not a sure 
promise of harmony and renewed attach- 
ment to the I nion that, after all that has 
happened, the return of the General Gov- 
rrnaisaf is kaoara oaly aa a benificenoe? 

I know very well that this policy is at- 
tended with some risk: that for its sut^cess 
it requires at least the acquiescence of the 
States wliich it concerns; that it implies an 
i n viutiea ta theas States, by renewing their 
allegiance to the United States, to resume 
their functions as States of the Union. But 
it is a risk that must be taken; in the ( iu.ice 
of difficulties, it is the smallest risk; and to 
diasinish. aad, if possible, to remove all 
danger, f have felt it incumbent on me to 
assert one other power ot the General « iov- 
erniiieul— the power of pardon. As no 
State can throw a defense over the <:rime 
of treason, the power of pardon is exclu- 
sively vested in the Executive Government 
of the United Slates. In excercising that 
power, I have uken every precaution to 
connect it witn the clearest recognition of 
(he binding force of the laws of the United 
Stales, and an unqualilied acknowledg- 
ment of the great aoicial cbai^ge of ooodi- 
tion in regardto slafaty whioh has gsaam 
out of the war. 

The next step wblch I have taken to 
restore the constitutional relation ot the 
States, has been an invitation to tiiem to 
lutrticipats ia tha high offle» of snuadhig 
the Constitution. Every patriot must wim 
for a general amnesty at the eaili ~' epoch 
c<>us;slenl with j*ublic safety. For this yreal 
end 1 hero is need of concurrence oi all opin- 
ions, aad tha aaiiit afarataal nnantliaflnn. 
All partiaa in tne lata terrible oonSict must 
work together in harmony. It is not too 
much to ask, in the name of the whole 
people, that, on the one side, the plan of 
restoratioa shall f pnnMd la ooaformity with 
a willingness to east tha disorders of the 
past into oblivion, and that, on the other, 
the eviiieiice of sincerity in the future iiiain- 
; tenance of the Union shall be juit beyond a 
doubt by Ihe ratificatiou of the pro|KjHed 
amendment to the Constitution, which pro- 
vides for ttie abolition of slavery forever 
within the limits of our country. So long 
as the adoption of this amendment is de- 
Jaye<l, so long will doubt, and Jealou83',and 
uncertainty prevail. Tnis is the measure 
which will efface the sad memory of the 
psst; this is the measure v^ich will most 
certainly call i>o{mlation, and capital, and 
security to those parts of the Union that 
nee<l them most. Indeed, it is not lo<j iiun b 
to ask of the States which are now resum- 
ing their places in the family of the Union 
to give this pledge of perpetual loyalty and 
peace. Until it is done, the past, however 
much we may desire it, will not be forgot- 
ten. The adoption of the amendment re- 
unites us bcmwd all powar of disruption. 
It heala the wouad that la still imprfectly 
closed; it removes slavery, which has so 
long perplex; ed and diviaed the country: it 
makes of us once more a united people, re- 
newed and strengthened, bound more than 
ever to mutual affection and support. 

The amendment to the Constitution be- 
ia« adopted, it would remain for the States, 
wnose powers have been so long in a bey 
anfjp, to resume their places in ttie two 
bran -lies ol the National Ijegishil ure, and 
thereby complete the work of restoration, 
H*:'i0 it i* « "■ yxi, fe!lovf-ciliZ4-iu > ; ii,-..

House of K presentatives, to judge, each of 
you for yourselves, of the elections, re- 
turns, and qualifications of your own mem- 
l>er8. 

The full assertion of the powers of the 
tieneral Government reuuires the holding 
of Circuit (Courts of the United States with- 
in the districts where their authority has 
been interrupted. In the present posture 
of our public afliairs- strong objections have 
been iirged lo haldiBK those courts in any 
of the States where the rebellion has exist- 
ed- and it was ascertained, by inquiry, that 
the Circuit Court of the United States 
would not be held within the district of 
Virginia during tha autumn or early win- 
ter nor until CoogrsH should have "an 
opportunity to consider and act on the 
w h ole siitifecU" To your deliberations the 
restoration of this branch of the civil au- 
thority of the United Statea is therefore 
necessarily referred, with the hope that 
early provision will be made for the re- 
sumption of all its functions. Itisianai- 
lest that treason, most flagrant In its 
character, has been committed. Persons 
who are charged with its commission 
should have iair and impartial trials in the 
higheat civU tzihaaala of tha aaaatry, in 
order that the ConstHntion and the laws 
may be fully vindicated; the truth clearly 
estHblislied and affirmed that treason is a 
crime, that traitors should be punished and 
the offense made infamous; and, at the 
same time, that the question may be Judi- 
cially settled, finally and forever, that no 
State of it.s own will has the right ta 
nounce its place in the Union. 

The relation^ of the tieneral Government 
towards the four millions of inhabitants 
whom the war has called into fretdom, 
have engaged my most serious considera- 
tion. On the propriety of attempting to 
make the freemen electors by the proclama- 
tion of the Executive, I took for my coun- 
sel the Constitution itself, the interpreta- 
tions of that instrument by ita authors and 
their contemporaries, and recent legislation 
by Congress. When, at tlie first move- 
ments towards iudependenct', the Congress 
of the United States instructed the several 
States to instttnto govomoiaala of thsfr 
own, they left each State to dedde for itself 
the conditions for the enjoyment ol the elec- 
tive francliii^e. Duriiij^' the period of the 
Confederacy, there continued to exist a 
very Ciaat diveisity of the qualifications of 
electMS in the several States; an<l even 
within a State a distinction of qualilicalions 
prevailed with reganl to the ollicers who 
were to be chosen. The Constitution of the 
United fitatea no n an issB these diversities 
when fC MHoitts th«, In tha choice of mem- 
Ijers of the'House of Representatives of tlie 
United Stales, "the eleclrirs in each State 
shall have the qualiticalioits requisite for 
electors of the most numerous branch of the 
State LiegiBlature." After the formation of 
the Constitution, it remained, as before, the 
uniform usage <br each Slate to enlarge the 
body of its electors, according to its own 
judgment; and, under this system, o^.c 
State after another has proceeded to in- 
crease the numiiers of ita electors, until 
now universal suffrage, or something very 
near it, is the general rule. So fixed was this 
reservation of power in the habits of the 
people, and so umiiie.stioned has been the 
Interpretation of the CoustitutioD, that dur- 
ing the civil war the late Prssideat aarsr 
harbored the purpose— certainly never 
avowed the pur[M}se— of disregarding it: 
and in the acts of Congress durintr that pe- 
riod, nothing can be fouud which, during 
the coatinuance of hostilities, much less 
after theirdose, would have sanctioned any 
departure by the Bxeeative from a policy 
which was so unifmnly obtained. More- 
over, a ooaoessioa of the elective franchise 
to the frseduMn, by act of the Presideut of 
the United States, must have been extended 
to all colored men, wherever found, and so 
must have established a change of suffrage 
in the Northern, Middle and Western 
Statea, not less than in the Southern and 
Southwestern. Such an act would have 
created a new claaa of voters, and would 
have been an assumption of power by the 
President which nothing in the Constitu- 
tion or ia\v< of Ihe United Stales would 
have warrant*, d. 

On the other hand, every danger of con- 
ilict is avoided when the astttoasant of tha 
'juesiiou is referred to the several States. 
They can, each for itself, decideon the ineas- 
iire,'and whether it is to be adonted at onct* 
and absolutaly, or iutroducea gradually 
and with conditiona. In my JadgiBant, the 
froedmen, if they show patience and manly 
virtues, will sooner obtain a participation 
in the elective franchise through the States 
than through the General Government, 
even if it had power to intervene. When 
the tumult of emotions that have been 
raised by the suddenness of the social 
change have subsided, it may prove that 
they will receive the kindliest usag>^ from 
some of those on whom they have hereto- 
fore most closely depended. 

But while I havc> no doubt that n >w, af er 
the close of Ihe war, it is not competent lor 
the General < iovernineut lo extend the 
elective franchise in the several States, it is 
equallj' clear that good faith requires the 
securitv of the fro d men in their liberty 
and their property, ilieir right to labor, and 
their right to claim the just reward of their 
labor. I cannot to^ strongly urge a dispas- 
sionato treatment of this suliject, which 
should l>e carelully kept aloot from all 
party strife. We must equalljr avoid hasty 
assumptions of any natural impossibility 
for the two rni-^> to live side by side, in a 
state of niiitu il benetil and g loJ will. The 
experiment involves us in uo inconsistency; 
let us then, go on and maka that soqpari- 
ment in good faith, and not be too easily 
disheanene l. The r iuniry i-< in need of 
employment, culture, and i)roteclion. 
While their right of voluntary migration 
and axpatriatiaaiaaettoha fwiliined, I 
would not advise their foraed reaMval and 
colonization. L^t us rather encourage them 
to lioiioraiile and useful industry, where it 
may bo l>catliciai to themselves and to the 
country; uad, instead ot hasty anticipations 
of the (-.ertainty of failure, let there 1 >e noth- 
ing \\ ,;iniug lo the fair trial of the experi- 
ment. Fhe change in their condition is the 
Hul>stitutlon of labor by contract for the 
statu« of slavery. The freedmen cannot 
fairly be accused of unwiilingoess to work, 
so long as a doubt remains about his free- 
dom of choice in his i>ur8uita, and the cer- 
of his rt covering ^ia stipulated 
In this the iutereata of tiie employ- 
and the emi>h>yed coincide. The em- 
ployer desires in his workmen spirit and 
alacrily, and the^e can be permanently se- 
cured in no othi r way. And if the one 
ought to be able to iiiforce the contract, .so 
ought the other. The public interest will 
be best promoted, if the several States will 
provide ade<iua*e protection and remedies 
for the freedmen.' Until this ia in some way 
accompli8he<l, there is no chance for thead- 
vantageous use of their labor; aud the 
blame of iU-succe.-s will not rest on them. 

I Lnow that sinc;oe pl.ilatithropy is ear- 
nest lor the immediate rc.ili/.alion of its re- 
motest aims; but time is always an element 
in reform, il is one of the greatest acts on 
record to have brought four millions of 
people into freedom. The career of free in- 
d ustry must be fsdrly opened io them; and 
then their future prosperity and condition 
nmst, after all, rest mainly ou themselves. 
If they fail, aud so perish away, let us be 
oasaftti that the failure shall aot ha allri- 
boted to any denial of justice. In all that 
relates to the destiny of the freedmen, we 
lu ed not be too anxious to read the future; 
many iucidenU which, from a speculative 
point atutttm, might raiae alarm, will 
(piieily ielfle themselves. 

Now that slavery is at an end, or near its 
end, llie greatness of its evil, in the puint 
of view of public economy, becomes more 
and more apparent. Slavery was essen- 
tially a monopoly of labor, and as such 
locked the Stales where it prevailed against 
the incoming of free industry. Where 
labor was the property of the capitalist, the 
white man was excluded from employ- 
ment, or had but the second best chance of 
tindiug it; and the foreign emigrant turned 
away urom the n^^aa Mara his condition 
would be so precarioua. With the destruc- 
tion of tbe monopoly, free labor will 
Hasten from all parts ol the civilized world 
1 n assist in developing various and Imineas- 
iido rgAoar<>eK which havo bltb»rto i«lo 
i)otiH«ul« 



the Oulf of 'Wnioo have a soil of 
exuberant MtOlty, a climate Iriendly 
to long life, and can sustain a denser 

population than is found 
any part of our country. And the fhture 
influx of population to them will be main- 
ly from the Noith, or from the most culti- 
vated nations in Europe. From the suffer- 
ings that have attandedthoa during our 
late struggle, let us look away to the fu- 
ture, wbic-ii is sure to be laden lor tnem 
with greater pro.si)erity than has e\ er be- 
fore been known. The removal of the 
monopoly of slave labor is a pledge that 
those regions wil . be peopled by a nuiner- 
ous and enterprising population, which 
will vie with any in the I uion in com- 
pactness, inventive genius, wealth and iu- 
duirtry. , . 

Our Government springs from and was 
made for the people— not the people for 
the Government. To them it owes allegi- 
ance; from them ii must derive its courage, 
strength and wisdom. But, while the Gov- 
ernment is thus bound to defer to the peo- 
ple, from whom it derives ito existence, it 
should, from the very oonsidtrattoa of ita 
origin, be strong in its power of reslstai^ce 
to the establishment of inefjualilies. Mon- 
opolies, perpetuities and class legislation 



are contrary toiha genius of free govern- 
ment, and ongU not to be allowed. Here 
there is no room for favored elaasss or 

monopolies, the princifyle of our Govern- 
ment is that of equal laws and freedom of 
indnstCT. Wherever monopoly attains a 
foothola, it iaaaaa ta be a aource of danger, 
discord and troable. We shall but fuTflll 
our duHes as legislators tfy according 
"ecjual and exact justice to all men,"' 

special pnvilegts to none. The Govern- 

ment ia subordinate to the peo|^ but, aaj ^rhsa 
the agent and representative of the people, 1 that 
it must be held superior to monopolies, 
which, ill themselves, ou^ht never to be 
granted, and which .where they exist, must 
be subordinate and yield to the Govern- 
ment. 

The Constitution confers on Congress the 
right to regulate commerce among the sev- 
eral States. It is of the first necessity, for 
tbe maintenance of tbe Union, that that 
commerce should be free and unobstructed. 
No State can be justified in any device to 
tax the transit of travel and commerce be- 
tween Slates. The position of many States 
is such that, if they were allowed to take 
advantage ot it for purpose of local rev- 
enue, tbe commerce between States might 
be injuriously burdened, or avaaTlctnally 
prohibited. It is best, while the country is 
still y bung, and while the tendency to dan- 
gerous monopolies of this kind is still feeble, 
to use the power of Congress so as to prevent 
any selfish impsdliaaai t^i^ha pm «ltoula- 
tion of men and merchandise. ▲ tax on 
travel and merchandise, in their transit, 
constitutes (jue ol the worst forms of mon- 
opoly, and the evil is increased if coupled 
wiUiadaaialof thash^of yte. When 
the vast extent of our ooaatry to consider- 
ed, it is plain that every obstacle to the free 
circulation of commerce between the States 
ought to be sternly guarded against by ap- 

Eropriata legistation, within the limits of the 
bnstitntion. 

The rep<jrt of Ihe Secretary of the Interior 
ei| lains the coiulition of tile i)ublic lands, 
the transactions of the Patent (Jllice and 
the Pension Bureau, the munagemeut of 
our Indian affairs, the progress made in the 
construction of the Pacific railroad, and 
lurnishes inforinalion In reference to mat- 
ter.sot localinte^^stinthe District of Colum- 
bia, lialso presents evidence of the suc- 
cessful operation of the liomestead Act, 
under tbe provisions of w^hioh 1,160,533 
acres of the public lands were entered during 
the last fiscal year— more than one-fourth 
of the whole number of acres sold or other- 
wise disposed of during that period. It is 
estimated that the receipts derived from 
this source are sufficient to cover the ex- 
penses incident to the survey and disposal 
of the lands entered under this Act, and 
that payments in ca•^h to ilie extent of ir'HU 
forty to fifty per cent, will be made by set- 
tlers, if^aajr thus at -a«y tmie acquire 
tbe titie before the expiration of the perio<l 
at which it would otherwise vest. The 
homestead policy was estaldished only 
after long and earnest re.^istance; expe- 
rience proves its wisdom. The lands, in 
the bands of industrious settlers, whose 
labor creates wealth and contributes to the 

tublic resourcts, are worth morn to the 
uiled Stales than if they had been re- 
served as a aotitada lor f a taia parehasers. 
The lamentaMe aventaof tbe last four 

years, and the pacrifices made by the gal- 
lant men of our Army and Navy, have 
swelled the records of the Pension Bureau 
to an itopvaesAlPted extent. On the 30th 
day of June liit, tha total number of pen- 
sioners was 83,98i3, requiring for their an- 
nual pay, exclusive of expenses, the sum of 
|8,023, IU>. Tlie nnmber of applications that 
have been allowed sincQ^that date will re- 
quire a large increase of this amount for tbe 
next fi-cal year. The iii' ans for the pay- 
ment of the'stipends (i'le, under existing 
laws, to our disabled soldiers and sailors, 
and to the families of such as have perish- 
ed in the servici of the country, will no 
doiil t be cheerfully and promptly granted. 
A gr^iieiiil people will n.>t hesitate to sanc- 
tion any measures having for their object 
the relief of soldiers mutilated and fsmilies 
made fatherless iu tha eflbrta to p iu ss t v e our 
national existence. 

The report of the Postmaster General pre- 
sents an encouraging exhibit of the opera- 
tions of the Post Otiioe Department during 
the year. The reveuue*-of thcFpast year 
from the lo^'al States alone exceed tbe max- 
imum annual receipts from all the -States 
previous to the rebellion, in the sum of f6,- 
OS.'^.tiMl; and tlie annual average increase of 
revenue during the last four years, com- 
pared with the revenues of the four .years 
immediataly prseedlQg tht lahailion, waa 
$:t,593,845. The revenues of the last fiscal 
year amounted to $14,-)r)«),15^ and the ex- 
penditures to ?i;5,(>'>4,72-^, le:t\ uig a surplus 
of receipta over expenditiue:^ of 3»i(il,43U

views presented by the Postmaster General 
against the policy of ^'ranting subsidies to 
ocean mail steamship lines upon establish- 
ed routes, and in favor of ooatlaaing the 
present system, whldi llmiis tha 
lion for ocean service to thai 
ings, are recommended l^lto 
sideration of Congress. 

It appears, from the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Nnvy, that while, at the oom- 
mencemeut o! the pre.sent year, there were 
in c )i!imiss!on ■,'.:■> vessels of all classes and 
descriptions, :u med with 3000 guns and I 
manned by :>l,V'0\} men, the number of ves- 
sels at present in commission is 117, with 
S3U guns aud 12,128 men. By this prompt 
reduction of the naval fonres the expenses 
of the Government will be largely dimin- 
ished, and a number of ves.sefs, purchased 
for naval purposes from the merchant ma- 
rine, have t>een returned to tbe peaceful 
pursuita of oomoerce. Since the suppres- 
sion of active hostilities our foreign s<piad- 
rons have been re-established, and consist 
of vessels much more elhcient than those 
employed on previous service previous to 
the rebeUlav. Th» BMMtlQa lar tha so- 
largemeat of the aaTy^hrds, aad aapaoial- 
ly for the establishment of one ia fresh 
water for iron-clad vessels, is ddim f lug of 
consideration, as is also the recommenda- 
for a different location and more ample 
grounds for the Naval Academy. 

In the report of tbe Secretary of War, a 
;;eueral summary ia given of the military 
campaigns of 1M>4 and Ihiio, ending in the 
suppres ion of armed resistance to the na- 
tional authority in the insurgenC Stales. 
The operations of the general administra- 
tive Bureaus of the War Department dur- 
ing the past year are detailed, and an esti- 
mate made of the appropriations that will 
be required for military purposes in the fis- 
cal year commenolag the oOth day of June, 
l^M. The naticNaal aiililaigr force on the 1st 
of May, 1865, numbered 1,IN)0,516 men. It 
is proposed to reduoe tbe military establish- 
ment lo a peace fooling, comprehending 
fifty ttouttutd txoopa of aU arms, organiaed 
so as to aSfiMl^-aalMieasent by filling 
up the iMla H»'«j|Mtr*wo thousand six 
hundred, if the circumstances of the conn 
try should require an augmentation of the 
army. The volunteer force has already been 
„. _ rwdueed by ibe dlscn»q[a Uom mntm vt 



the Departaient is proceeding rapidly in the 
work of ftuther reduction. The war esti- 
mates are reduced from ¥51(>,24U,13I to foo,- 
814,461, wlkieh amopnt, in ttie opinion of 
tbe Department, is adequate for a peace 
establishment. The measures of retrench- 
ment in each Bureau and branch of the ser- 
vice exhibit a diligent economy worthy of 
oommeadatkMk Baferenoe is also made in 
the report to the aeeeesity of providing for 
a uniform militia system, and to the pro- 
priety of making suitable provision for 
wounded and disabled officers and soldiers. 

The revenue system of tbe country is a 
subject of vital interest to its honor and 
prosperity, and should command the ear- 
nest consideration of Congress. The Se(r- 
retary of the Treaaury will lay before you 
a fhll aad dsiaUad report of the receipta 
and disborsemento of the last lUcal year, of 
the first quarter of the present fiscal year, 
ot the probal)le receipts aud expenditures 

for the other three quarters, and tbe esti- 
matsa far tha year Mtowlag tlM 80th <rf 
Jane, 1806. I might content myself with a 

reference to that report, in which you will 
find all the inlbrmaiiou reipiire 1 for your 
deliberations and decision. But the para- 
mount importance of the snl;feet so presses 
itself on my mind, tbat I cannot but tay 
before you my views of the measures which 
are required for the good character, and, I 
might almost sav, for tne existence of this 
people. The life of a republic lies certain- 
ly in the energy, virtue, and intelligence of 
ita citizens; but it is equally true that a good 
revenaa system ia the life af an organized 
government. I meet you at a time when the 
nation has voluntarily burdened itself with 
a debt unprecedented in our annals. Vast 
aa ia ita i^oust, it fsdaa away into nothing 
ad withiha ijbbIIih bless- 
beeo afer red upon our coun- 
try and upon man by the preservaiion of 
the nation's life. Now, on the first occasion 
of the meeting of Congress sing^ tl^e return 
of psaea, it is of the utmost importance to 
inaugurate a Just policy, which shall at 
once be put in motion, and which shall 
commend itself to tho.se who come after us 
for its continuance. We must aim at noth- 
ing less thaa tha eompletS effacementof 
the financial evils that n e ces sa rily followed 
a state of civil war. We must endeavor to 
apply the earliest remedy to the deraugeii 
state of the currency, and not shrink from 
devising a policy which, without being op- 
pressive to the people, shall immediatcl\» 
begin to effect a reiluetion of the debt, and, 
11 persisted in. discharge it fully within a 
deiinitely fixed number of years. 

It is our first duty to prepare in earnest 
for our recovery Irom the ever-increasing 
evils of an irreaeemaMe currency, without 
a sudden revulsion, aad yet without un- 
timely procrastination. For that end, we 
must, each in our respective positions, pre- 
pare the way. I hold it the duty of the 
Executive lo insist upon frugality in tbe 
expenditures; and a aparlng ecoaomy ia 
itself a great national resource. Of the 
banks to which authority ha.s been given to 
issue notes secured by bonds of the ruiieil 
Slates, we may re<iuire the greatest m<j<l- 
eration and pradi— aad tha l»w must be 
rigidly enforced when fla llmita are exceed- 
ed. We may, each one of ns, conn el our 
active aud euter)'rising coiinirymen to be 
constantly on their guard, to liquidate debts 
contracted in a paper currency, and, by 
conducting businees as nearly aa possible 
on a system of ca.sh payments on short cred- 
its, to hold themselves i)re[>ared to return 
to the standard of gold and silver. To aid 
our fellow-citiaens in the prudent manage- 
ment of their monetary affairs, the duty 
devolves on us to diminish by law the 
amount of paper money now iu circulation. 
Five years ago the bank-note circulation of 
tlie country amounted lo not mm h more 
than two hundreil millions; now the circu- 
lation, bank and national, exceeds seven 
hundred millions. The simple statement 
of the fact recommends mure sf rouijly than 
any words of mine c-ould do, th«« necessity- 
of our restraining this expansion. The 
gradual reduction of toe currency is the 
only measure that eaa lava tha baslassa ot 
the country from disastrous calamities; and 
this can be aliriost imperceptibly fsccom- 
plished l>y i^radually funding the nation. il 
circulation in securities that may be made 
redeemable at the pleasure of the Govern- 
ment. 

Our debt is doubly secure— first in the 
actual wealth and still greater undeveloped 
resources of the country; and next in <he 
chataetar of oar inatitutions. Tbe most in- 
telligaat observers among political econo- 
mists have not failed to remark, that the 
public debt of a country is safe in propor- 
tion as its people are free; that the debt of a 
republic is the safest of all. Our history 
con linns and establishes the theory, aud is, 
I ilrmlv believe, destined to give it a still 
more signal ilUistruiion. The secret of t his 
superiority springs not merely from the 
fact that in a republic the national obliga- 
tions are distributed more widely through 
rauntlesK numbers in all classes uf society; 
il has i s root iu tbe character of our laws. 
Here all men contribute to the public wel- 
fare, and bear their fair share of the public 
burdens. During the war, under the im- 
pulses of patriotism, the men of the great 
body of the people, without regard to their 
own comparative want of wealth, thronged 
to our armies and filled our Heels of war, 
and held themselves ready to ollVr their 
lives lor the public gooti. Now, in their 
turn, tbe property and income of the coun- 
try should bear their just proportion of the 
burden of taxation, while in our impost 
svstem, through means of which increased 
vitality is incidentally imparted to all tbe 
indnatrial iatarssta of tha nation, the duties 
should be so sdjnsted as to fall most heav- 
ily on articles of luxury, leaving the nec- 
essaries of life as tree from taxation a:i 'be 
absolute wanta of the Government, eco- 
nonueally administered, will justify. No 
(hVored class should demand free<Iom from 
assessment, and the taxes should bo so dis- 
tributed as not to fall unduly on the |K>or, 
but rather ou the accumulated wealth of 
the country. We should look at the na- 
tional debt just as It is— not as a national 
blessing, but as a heav^ burden on the in- 
dustry of the country, to ba dlaahargsd 
witho^it unnecessary delay. 

It is estimated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury that the expenditures for the tiscal 
year ending the HOth of June, ISbd, will ex- 
ceed the receipts 5ill2,l!)4'J47. It is gratify- 
ing, however, to state that it is also estimat- 
ed that the revenue for the year ending the 
30th of June, 1807, will exceed the expen<li- 
tures in the sum of 1^111,082,818. This 
amount, or so much as may be deemed suf- 
ficient for the purpose, may be applied lo 
the reduction of the public debt, which, ou 
the 3lst day of October, Isfir., was ?:i,7 lo,- 
854,750. Every reduction will diminish the 
total amount of iataieat to ba paid, and so 
enlarge the means of still IVirtber reduc- 
tions, until the whole shall be Ihiuidated; 
and this, as will be seen from the estimates 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, may be 
accomplished Dy annual paymanto avsa 
within a period not exceeding thirty years. 
1 have faith that we shall do all this within 
a reasonable time; that, as we have amazed 
the world by the suppression of a civil war 
which was thought to be beyond the control 
of any Government, so we shall equally 
show Ihe superiority of our Inatitatifliis by 
the prompt and faithful lHSBhiirj|S of oar 
national obligations.

Under any circumistances, our great 
extent of territory and variety of climate, 
pro<luciug almost every thiu^ that is neces- 
sary for the wants, aud even the comfort^ 
of man, make ua aiagalartjr iadapaadeat of 
the varyiag policy of fetafga Powers, aad 
protect us against evpry temptation to "eu- 
taugle alii auces.' \s lule at the present mo- 
ment the re-establishment of harmony, and 
the strength tbat comes from harmony, will 
be our beet security agaiast "nations who 
feel powerful and forget right." For my- 
self, il has been and it will be my constant 
aim to promote peace and aaiity with all 



out exception, are animated by the same 
dis{tf)sitioii.

virtue of tbe people, the greatoeea of the 
o-caMii ii invites us once mor« to repeat, 
wita selemuity. tbe pledges of 'our 
fathers to hold oujS«iT«s snawssahla 
before our fellow men for the saa- 
eeaa of tbe republican form of govem- 
SBMt. Experience hai pn»ve(l its nutficieucy 
In peace and in war; it has vindicated ita 
authority through dangers, aad sfltittitSM, 
and sudden and terribie emergendee, 
which would have crushed anv system that 
had been less firmly fixed in the heart of 
tbe people. At the inauguration of Wash- 
ington the forsign relations of tbe country 
were few, and ita trade was repressed by 
hostile regulations; now all llMciviliasd 
nations of the globe 
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Brazil. Tbe distinguished party of men of merce, and tbeur Ctovenimenta profsaa to- 

science who have recently left our country ' wards us amity. Then our countrv 
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rangea ot that region, have received from 
the Kmperor that gener ous welcome which 
was to have been expected from his con- 
stant friaadahlp for tha Ui^lad States, and 
his well-known zeal lif promoting the ad- 
vancement of knowledge. A hope is enter- 
tained that our commerce with the rich and 
populous oountriss that border tbe Mediter- 
ranean asa OM^balaigSl J iavaased. Noth- 
ing will be wanting, on the part of this 
Government, to extend the protection of 
our tlag over i ho enterprise of our fellow- 
citizens. We receive from tbe Powers in 
that recion sssnrsnees of good will; and it 
is worthy of note that a special envoy has 
brou'iht us meH^ i _' - "inlo'ence on the 

death of oUr lati ^i^isirate from tlie 

Bey of 'Banis, wa>x>e rule includes tbe old 
dominions of Carthage, en tbe African 
coast. 

Our domestic contest, now happily ended, 
has left some t raws in our relations with 
one at least of the great maritime i'owers. 
The formal accordance of belligerent rights 
to the insurgent States was unj)recedenled, 
and baa not lieen justified by the issue. But 
in the systems of neutrality pursued by tbe 
powers which made that concession, there 
was a marked difference. The materials of 
war for the insurgent Stales were furnished 
in a great measure, from the worltaliope of 
Great Britain; and British ahipa, asaaned 
bv British subje<-ts, and prepared for re- 
c -iviug British armaments, sailed from the 
ports iif CireHt Drilaiu to make war on 
Atuerican commerce, under the shelter of a 
commission from the inaurgent States. 
The^e ships, having onceescaped from Brit- 
ish ports, ever afterwards entered them in 
every i)art of the world, to refit, ami so to 
renew their depredations. The conse- 
quences of this conduct were most disas- 
trous to tbe States then in rebellion, in- 
creasing their desolation and misery by the 
prolongation of o.ir civil contest. It had, 
moreover, the eUect, to a great extent, lo 
drive the American flag from the sea, and 
to transfer much of our shit>ping and our 
commerce to the very Power whoee sub- 
jects had created the necessity for such a 
change. These eventa took place before I 
was called to the administration of the Gov- 
ernment. The sincere desire for peace by 
which I am auimated led me to approve the 
proposal, already DUMle, toaubatis the ques- 
tions which had thus arisen between the 
countries to arbitration. These <|iiestiotis 
are of such mi>ment that they must have 
commanded the attention of iho great Pow- 
ers, and aia so intarwoven with the peace 
and Iutereata of every one of them as to 
have insured an impartial decision. I re- 
gret to inform you that Great Britain de- 
clined the arbitrament, but, on the other 
hand, invited ua to tha formati<m of a joint 
commissicm to setUe mutual clainM be- 
tween the two countries, from which those 
for the depredations l)efure mentioned 
should be excludetl. Tbe proposition, in 
that very unsatisfactory loap^ Jmi hasa d^ 
dined. 

The United Slates did not present the 
subject as au iuipeachuunl of the gtKxl 
faith of a I'ower wluch was proiVssing the 
most friendly dispwitiuus, but aa involving 
questions o: public law, of which tbe settle-, 
ment is essential to tbe peace of nations; 
and, though pecuniary reparation to their 
injureil citiz -ii-> would have followed inci- 
dentally on a decision a^nit st Great Britain, 
such co*m|>eusati on w:<> i.ot their primary 
object. Tbey had a lugi.er motive, and it 
was in the inten-sta of ()eace and fustics to 
establish important principles of Interna- 
tional law. The corrospondenc • will be 
placed before you. The ground on which 
the British Minister resta his justification 
is, substanttally, thaktba laaalilpal law of 
a nation, and the do meaU e Interpretations 
of that law, are the measure of ite duty as a 
neutral; and I Itvl bountl to tleclare m3- 
opinion, before you and before the world, 
that that Jastifleatioa eaa aol ba aaalalaad 
before the tribunal of nations. At the aama 
time I do not advise to any present attempt 
at ledre.-is by ;icts of legislation. For the 
future, friendship l)etweeu the two coun- 
tries most rest on tha baaia of mutual jus- 
tice. 

From the moment of the establishment of 
our free Constitution, the civilized world 
has been convulsed by the revolutions in the 
interests of democracy or of monarchy; but 
through all these revolutions tbe United 
States have wisely and firmly refused to 
becxime propagandists of republicanism. It 
is the only government suited loour condi- 
tion; but we have never sought to impose 
it on others; and we have consistently fol- 
]owed the advice of Washington to recom- 
mend it only by the caiafnl preservation 
and prudent use of the blessing. During 
all the intervening period the policy of llu- 
repeal Powers and of the United Stales has, 
on the whole, been harmonious. Twice, 
indeed, rumors of the Invssion of some 
parts of America, in the interest of mon- 
archy, ha\ e prevailetl; twice ray preileces- 
sors have h.td occasion to anuounc-e the 
views of this nation in respect to such in- 
terferenea. On both oceasloaa the remon- 
strance of the United Statea was respected, 
from a deep conviction, on the part of Eu- 
ropean Government.s, that the system of 
non-interference and mutual abstinence 
from |»opsgandism was the true rale for 
the two hemispheres. Since those times 
we have advanced in wealth and power 
but we retain the same purpose to leave the 
nations of Europe to choose their own dy- 
nasties and from their own systeois of gov 
ernment. This consistent moderation may 
justly demand a corresponding motleration. 
We should regard it as a great calamity to 
ourselves, to the cause ot good government, 
and to the peace of tbe world, should any 
European Power challenge tbe American 
()eople, as it were, lo the defense of repub- 
licanism against foreign interference. We 
cannot foresee and are unwilling to con- 
sider what opportunitiea mieht ]>resent 
themselves, what combinations might offer 
to protect ourselves against designs inimi- 
cal to our form of government. The United 
States desire to act in the future as they 
have ever actetl heretofore; they never will 
ba dri ven irom that cour.xe but by the ag- 
gression of Kuro(>ean Powers; and we rely 
on the wisdom and jaaties ot those Powers 
to respect the system of non-interference 

which has so Ion,; been sanctiOMd l)(y time, 
and which, by its g(X>d results, ||M Ipprov- 
ed itself to both coutiueuts. 

The conrespondance batwaaa the United 
States and France, in referMiceto questions 
which have become subjects of discussion 
between the two Governments, will, at a 
proper time, be laiil before Con^'re.ss. 

When, on the organiz ition of our uovern- 
ment, under the Constitution, the President 
of the United Stales dell vere<l his iuaugu- 
ral address lo the two Houses ot Congress; 
he said to them, and through them to the 
country and to isaahlart, tha> **tha prsser-

1m increase in the number oi colore<I 
troops rI>ov(' the enrollment ia attributable 
to the fact that n>gard waa not had to age 
in their enlistment. "Color" waa regarded 
as Kullii-ient (jualitication. 

It will ihub l>e seen that, with a white and 
blaclc population between the agee of twen- 
ty and forty-five years amounting to 1 :>:;,- 
742, we contributed 8!',4r') to the armies. 
Besiib s t he hui'.d reds ol Home (iuards eii- 
£ag'-d in !• • al (U U'Ust- throughout the peri- 
od of the rettellion, we alao h»A in the Stale 
MTTioe. for vatKMH p«MK 1M» aiUMia 
or State troopa, paid and anbaiatod by the 
State. 

These foots and figures amply vindicate 
the devoted loyalty of our peiople, and are 
' • anfficient anawer to tha aiaraoCypad alan- 
ders so persistently urged In aome quarters 
against our noble State. Holding, as we 
have, with steady and unfaltering hand, 
the dangerous and ex{)osed {xtsition of a 
layal boidar State during the rebellion, we 
have at the same time lurniahed our full 
proportion of the defendera of our Union 
faith, despite the alluringa of aectional 
sympathy, and the unjust bufietings from 
those who professed to Ije friends. 

< >ur8 was not the loyalty which draws its 
subaiateuce from promised profit, and its 
cout iKje ftom ditlaut dan^'er, but that uo- 
3rielding devotion to principle which neither 
(■o.v.v (ij jn-fipcrtf/ nor />rr.sent danger could 
•j\ ercome. Stea<ly and unshaken as our 
eternal hilla in oiu- fidelity to the Union — 
oovwd OBd WMhaakad aa our arwl— iliifc 
straoma— flowed the reaiatleaa current of 
Kentucky loyalty, crimsonf^d with the 
bl(X)d ol her noble sons. 

During the pendency of the war our State 
expended, in aid ol the Government in the 
proaecution of the war, and for which we 
hold vouchers against Ihe CJovernment of 
the I'nited Stales, the sum n; ?^;,2<ks,li2-l 
Of tills sum we have had refunded inGovern- 
ment aecorities, which aaawand tlie pliioe 
of MO— y, the sum of^ $1,061,080, and fkom 
olharaMaaa $57,230 <<; amounting in the 
aan«aie to fl,10t<.230 77. This leaves in 
fiavor of the State against the United States 
a balance of fG,l.VJ,lii»4 21. From this amount 
should i>e deducted the Slate's proportion 
of the f20,000,<l00 direct Ux, which the Leg- 
islature, by reeolntion approved l>e(«mber 
23d. 1H6I, aas^m'^3d to pay. This amount is

Im ■ddHtoB to theaa expenditures, the 
State expended nearly oue million of dol- 
j'ars in matriiHining home troops lor loc-al 
and State defense. This service, though 
local in its oharaator, jet was for tha gen- 
eral defisnae; and we liare waU-fonnded 
h'>p<- that the Government will, wImb pre- 
pared lor prest-ntalion, aasUM tho paj- 
luent of this ei^ienditure. 

Notwithstanding these expenditures, our 
financial condition is of the most satislac- 
tmy character. The Anditor has furnish* d 
aa a atatament of our public debt f n )m 
to November 23, 1865, which is hereto ap- 
paDded(A.) 

From thui statement it will be perceived 
that, at the cloae of the preaent fiscal year 
(10th October), our debt was lam than at tha 
cloae of the fiacal year 1850:

From a statement furnisbeil by the Audi- 
tor, taken from the Commissioners' returns 
for the years 1861 to 1K>6, inclusive, it will 
be asa« that lhara is a reduction in the 
asiissamrnf of taxable property this year of 
$10e,0«6,461 below that of 1861. This is ac- 
t!<iunted for by the desiriKtion of slave 
property, and from the reduced ratee at 
whwh property was held at the date of 
•aasaaoMot, owing to the laaacority of per- 
f>on and property, as well as to the immense 
amount of property swept away by the 
waating hand of war in the swaep of armies 
r»Ter o«r Stat». The iiCiiaiMiiflli jprtub- 
vibftk* Awuuit If aMwadoTfiMo tot 



oonaequent restoration of confi- 
««J aeourity, and the revival of in- 
d^al pureuite. wUI, it la oonfidenUy be- 
lieved in less than two years, restore our 
Uxable property to the highest figures of 
any former vear. 

The death of James H. Garrard, late 
Treasurer of Kentucky, devolved upon mo 
the appointment of a successor to fill out 
his term. Maaon Brown, Jr., was appointed 
to fill out the term, and his report, herewith 
transmitter, bringing ui> the accounts of 
his predeoeaaor to the time of his death, and 
his own to the dose of tha ikaeal year, l)ear8 
ample tesUmony to his efflciency as Treas- 
urer. In the death of Colonel Garrard the 
State lost an efficient and incorruptible 
officer, and the community a noble citizen, 
whoaa-toaotoL toonl* and aocial uualities 
endeared him to aU. The term of Uie pros- 
ent incumbent will expire with the year, 
under the provisions of the Constttution. 
Colouol Garrard was re-elected, a few daj-s 
before his death, to the next term of two 
years beginning with the Ist of .January, 
'\sOii 'it will devolve upon me at the proxwr 
time, according to the pioviatona of the 
Constitution, to fill the vacancy for the next 
term, by aud with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

From the report of the Inspector General, 
Herewith transHiitted. it will be perceived 
that only nine eompaniea have been organ- 
ized of the **NatioBal Legion," under an 
act. entiUed •*An aot to organize the militia 
of Kentucky," approved March 4ih, 18G5. 

Tiia diMUtyof diffusing a proper un- 
derstanding aa to the intent and character 
of thip organization has l>een the obstacle to 
its successiul progress. With the minutest 
detail of instructions, it has been in some 
caam impracticable to have the law under- 
stood. Instead of looking to the law and to 
i the instructions thereunder, piecedent ia 
drawn from the late military organizations, 
and those who attempt an organization 
seem lo consider it part of the plan that they 
should go into camp, and enter upon the 
lite and duty of solaiers, instead of pursu- 
ing the object and plan of the law of organ- 
izing as citizen soldiers, and holding them- 
.selves at all times in readiness to i)e placed 
upon active duty when n <iuire<l, to asssist 
in the enforoement of civil law. These dif- 
ficultiea of a propw understanding of the 
law and its intended operations, result, in 
part, from the long neglect upin the part of 
the State to keep up a militia organizutiou 
until its forms have been forgotteu. 

Tliaaa obatadsa, we trust, will soon be 
removed, and the militia organized as con- 
templated by the law. Wh-n this is done, 
and tha State thoroughly organized as con- 
templatod 1^ the law, entire security will 
ha gtiwtt to every eoonty in tika State 
BgaiiiBl marauding banda, slionld aueb at- 
tempt to disturb any part of the State. 

If each county will organize a company 
of good men, who will t>e ever ready U) 
support tha civil authofttiaa, no battar secu- 
rity can be had. Had this organization of 
the militia l)een ef1'ecte<l twoj'ears h;:o, it 
would have .saved our pecjple from many 
vexations and gre^t losses, it would have 
dispensed with any oooaaion for retainiug 
other troops in the State after the close ot 
the war, aud in this would have been a 
great relict. A citizen soldiery organized 
ID each county, of goo<l men, who, pursuing 
their acdtatoiyvooAions, yet avar iMiding 
themaelveain readiness to asaemble and 
meet an emergency of danger or support 
the civil authorities of llie ( ouiity in the en- 
forcement of the laws, is the surest sale- 
guard to poBMNi and prop<^rtyof any mili- 
tary organiaatioB that can l>e gives, aud 
the only one compatible with a time of 
|>eace. To have a well-Ot;ptoblid toUitia is 
the duty ol every State. 

I transmit herewith the report of the lu- 
speittors of the Penitentiary, aud invite 
your attention particularly to the sugges- 
tions therein contained. The new struc- 
tures erected in place of those destroyed by 
fire, and thase ordered to t>e removed and 
replaced with suitable buildings, are now 
nearly completed. Inspection of those new 
buildings will demonstrate tliat true econo- 
my in public buildings consists in having 
them OI the best material, most substantial 
structure, fireproof, and adapted to the uses 
intended. These new buildings meet these 
refjuirt uKMits. 

II is -.i ] pleasure to indorae the commenda- 
tion oi the present keeper. Captain II. I. 
Todd, given y the Inspectors. The Slate 
has Xmeu fortunate in securing the services 
ol a keeper so richly endowed with those 
qualitifes whl<dt enable him in efficiently 
conducting the affairs of the prison, andex- 
ecuting the punitive justice of the State, to 
ever represent the generous humanities of 
our people and State. 

In this connection your attention is in- 
vited to the practicability of improving our 
plan of prison discipline. A system ol re- 
wards for good conduct should be estab- 
lished by law, under which convicts may 
obtain a release of a portion of their term 
for good conduct. If a plan conld be adopt- 
ed, by which the convicts could be 8ei)ar- 
ated into classes, having reference to age, 
character of offense, and to conduct, much 
good might l>e effected. To hold out the 
liope of advancement to a more favored 
class, and the shortening of the term for 
good conduct, would greatly promote prison 
discipline and encourage reform in the con- 
victs. Sullicienl atteulion has not boen 
given to the subject of reforming those 
upon wlMim On paaiAtoaalB Of law are in- 
fiicted. It may wall be qneadoned wliether 
the prevailing systems reform as much as 
they demoralize. The j>uniti\ e justice of a 
State should have regaitl to the reclamation 
of those upon whom its jpaaailito we im- 
posed, and should be adapted to reform 
rather than harden in crime. 

Our sy stem does not provide for proper 
classification of convicts, nor is there any 
reward lield out for good conduct, save the 
bop^f Executive clemency. It is suggest- 
ed that the appropriate committee give 
consideration to this subject. 

The large amount of vouchers for unset- 
tled claims w hich the State holds against 
the United States Government, which are 
kept in the office of the tiuartermaster Gen- 
eral of tlie State, and the invaluable records 
of the Adjutant General's office, embracing 
the muster-in and muater-out rolls of our 
Kentucky soldiers, and in which every sol- 
dier and soldiers' family haa a direct per- 
8r)nal interest, made it necessary to have 
some suitable and safe place in which to 
keep and preserve them, ^he offices 
heretofore used by those officers 
have tteen rented from time to time 
and Imva never been adapted to the 
business of those offices, and wholly inse- 
cure for those records. Having at my dis- 
posal a fund sullicienl to cons^^ict suitable 
offices, with fire-proof vaults in which to 
preserve ttiaae valuable and imporlaat re- 
cords, I determined upon erecting them for 
the benefit of the S'afe. In selecting Ihe 
plan, I found that for comparati\ ely a small 
additional < ost office rooms for the Super- 
intendent of Public Instructio*', the Board 
of Internal Improvement, and Chambers 
for the Appellate Judges, could be iuchnl- 
ed, as also store-rooms for the public books 
and stationery. The rents heretofore paid 
for offices and store-rooms have been eijual 
to over six per ceut upon the cost of the en- 
tire structure, which, in addition to the of- 
fices and store-rooms heretofore rented, 
furnishes the office rooms and chaml>ers 
mentioned and heretofore provided. As 
these buildings were al>out being complet- 
ed, and were partly occupied asofltoea, a 
fire, originating in tMoiNo Of tha Gterk of 
the Court of Appeals on the night of Tues- 
day, the'Jlst November, entirely consumed 
that othce, with all the books and records 
theu in the office, and oommnnioatliig to the 
office of tliaSaerotarT of Stata, aooalnirial- 
ed that oAoa and tlie BxaeotiTa odloe in 
flames; but was fortunately amated after 
it had made some progreas apao the new 
buildings, but before any serious damage 
was done to tbem. The archives and idl 
the papers of value were saved from the of- 
fice of^he Secretary of State; also most of 
the laws, journals, and judicial decisions of 
sister States, kej)i in that office, were saved. 
There were still on hand in that office some 
357 copies of Stanton's Revised Statutes of 
Kentucky. The greater i>ortion of them 
were consumed. An account has not yet 
l»een taken of the numl)er saved from the 
burning building. All thej>aperH and fur- 
niture of the Executive oflice were saved. 
The cnerk of the Uourt of Appeals has filed 
with me a wtiUaa report in relation to the 
destructioB of hfel oSoa, Ao., with some val- 
uabie suapattHM^ to wMohjoiur attention 
is invited, and whiflib Is kwawlth trans- 
mitted. 

I would raoommand to your oonsldera- 
tion the propriety of proinding by law for 
keeping insurance npoa the public build- 
ings; aud also to provide by law for the 
employment of a night watchman, who, 
having psas keys, roar paw tbrongb all Ibo 



be the proper officer to be chnrged with this 
duty. The buildings destroyed can be re- 
placed, if you so direct, in a short time; 
and may be better arranged for the pur- 
poses to which they were set apart than 
they were. Temporary offlcea for the ^c- 
retary of State and Executive have l>een 
taken in the new office building. 

Your attention will be directed to ooaking 
suitable provision to sustain our public 
charities. ReporU from the Eastern and 
Western Lunatic Asylums have not yet 
been received at this office; when received, 
they will be laid before you. 

Provision should be made more ample for 
the supportof the "Feeble-mindedlnatitala"

serving charities have been somewhat over-

It is recommended that you make suita- 
ble provision to meet the just demand upon 
the public bounty which the aileut, but 
tfr otpaaMBg adlMfi<ms of thooo atriekeu 
dWi^ aiakM vpoa this charity ol fta State. 

Taor attention is invited to the consider- 
ation of our common school system. A rad- 
ical defect iu our system is the want oi a 
school for the education of teachers. No 
system of public schools, which fails to pro- 
vide for the education of teat^hers, can ever 
be suc( t ssfnl but to a very limited extent. 
The ex(>erimeiit of a normal school adopt- 
ed in Kentucky, which was so soon aban- 
doned, failed because of its incompleteness. 
The Kentucky University and Transyl- 
vania University having organised under 
the provisions of "An act to eatablinb an 
Agricultural College itij Kentucky,'' ap- 
proved February 22, lS6o, and to be hereaf- 
ter known as "The Kentucky University, ' 
presents a most fiivorable oroortunitj' for 
supplying the defect in our school system. 
The united endowments of those I niver- 
bities, with the addition of the "agricultur- 
al'' fund arising from a sale of the land 
scrip donatad to the State bf Mw eaaeral 
Gk>vernmeat to found an Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, artords the opportunity 
for founding a permanent and ihoiough 
system of common school education, em- 
bracing inatmotion in agriculture and me- 
chanics. A system which shall secure to 
each county the perpetual scholarship for 
at least one pupil in the Kentucky Univer- 
sity, and such scholars iw re*|Uired, upon 
completion of their oourae, to take charge 
of a county school for teachers, and instru(;t 
teachers in their rsapective counties, to be 
.selected from eadl BChool district by the 
trustees of the school districts, who, in their 
turn, ahall be required to take charge of the 
district schools of their respective districts, 
will secure to every child of the Common- 
wealth fair and i-'iual ad vantages of uni- 
form inBtructioii, «'ml)racing agricultural 
and mechanical educaliou. This is an 
outline only of a system which you 
now have the opportunity to perfect, and 
which, if done, will yield the richest returns 
of blessing to our noble Commonwealth. I 
shall not urge uy^on your enlightened Ixxly 
the importance to the future of our countrj' 
of having an educated population. To 
those who do not already see and appreciate 
this necessity, no light can possibly be 
given. "Thick darkness" veils the reason 
oi such, and ho ray of intelligence can be 
expected to penetrate the settled gloom of 
such minds. 

Under the provisions of "An act empow- 
ering the Governor to appoint agents to 
visit and aid sick and wounded soldiers of 
Kentucky," approved February 27, lHti.~>, 
Col. J. W. Ganltaiid Ool. W. I>e B. Morrel 1 
were appointed. Their labon have been of 
incalculable service to OUT aoflbring 
soldiery. Their rojiorts wfU, wImB fOOeiv- 
ed, i>e laid before you. 

Thaawnbar ordiaablad and boneless 
soldiers, who are poor, and, firom disability, 
prevented from making a subsistence, de- 
mands that some i)rovision should be made 
for them; so us to secure them against want 
and suffering. I would suggest that proper 
steps be taken to obtain from the Govern- 
ment of the United States the "Soldier's 
Ilomc" at IIarrodsl)urg, to be set apart as 
a home lor disabled Kentucky soldiers who 
are homeless and poor. Doubtless this 
property can be had for that purpose on 
most liberal conditions. It is asacred duty 
imi)osed upon the patriotic bounty of our 
country to provide Ibr the poor and home- 
less soldier whose maimed conditit)n tlis 
qualities him from earning a subsistence. 
Kvery State should look well and diligently 
to this subjaot. 

The reports of the Quartermaster General 
and Adjutant General will be laid before 
you. During the i>ast year these ollices 
have been over-crowded with press of bu i- 
ness, resulting from the mnatar-oot of our 
soldiers, and the necessary settlements of 
accounts and claims. 

The Adjutant General has j)repared, sc> 
far as our soldiers have been mustered out, 
the muster-oat roils and liiatorioalaketch 
of the regiments. Specimen sheets will be 
laid before you. If these records were or- 
dered to l>e printed, and a copy furiiisheil 
to each county, it would be of great service 
to the soldier and his family having claiii^ 
arising under any laws of the United 
States. In addition to which, should the 
original records, by an^* chance, be des- 
troyed, the means would remain in each 
county of supplying the loss. The act re- 
quiring this report to l>e gotten up did not 
provide for its publication. Whathar it 
shall be published, therefOHb MOli Ttlllj ou 
to determine by law. 

The termination of our cMH 
thrown upon us some im ortaaO 
for adjustment. It is gratifying 'to know 
that those who have taken active part in 
the war of rel)ellion, as a class, now cheer- 
fully accept the new order of things. Wh U 
shall be done with those who have resunu d 
their peaceful relations with the Goveu-n- 
ment, and manifeat an aameat porpoae of 
future loyalty? Are they to be crushed — 
humiliated — debased by continued punisli- 
nienl? or shall they be forgiven— trusted — 
restored? Though secession is heterodox 
and suiei^, yat there w«re many aUa. in- 
telligent, Wid conscientious men who non- 
estly held and taught the right. The result 
of the war has been to forever banish this 
heresy. Those who held to it, and fought 
for it, have given it up and aluuidoned the 
claim. Forgiveness — trust— restoration— i s 
corollary of the problem solved by the \\ ar. 
Those who stood aloof from the t-onllict, but 
bade it rage, and who drew (>ersuual profit 
from the calamities of the times, many con- 
tinue vengeful and unforgiving. Civil war 
ever calls forth from obscurity many whom 
peace will return to their wonted insignili- 
cance. Such will naturally oppose the re 
turn of that state which deprives them ol 
their consequence, and remits them to their 
proper leveL There are others who, upon 
the restoration of dvU rule, riot in thei% 
enlarged security, and provoke disquiet by 
the turbulence of a captious spirit. The 
just, considerate, and patriotic will dis- 
countenance such extremes, aud seek to 
cover the naat with lb>siviag oharity, and 
promote tne harmony and union ao essen- 
tial to our happiness and progress. Those 
who fought ihn battles are for peace. Those 
who nursed their courage at a distance 
from danger, "to keep it warm," only aak 
time to cool. The war has determined the 
Impracticability of secession, and it only 
remains for the judiciary to dei-ide that 
gecesaion is tiaiison. to have the subieci for- 
ever and finally aojusted. This aojudica- 
tion should properly he had in the case of 
the chief of rebellion, t4> make it a prece- 
dent for all time to come, ll is understood 
to have been wisely determined to hand 
Hj. Davisover to the civil tribunals, where 
a decision will settle the legal estimate of 
secession, and determine whether it be trea- 
son or a right This will end the trial of 
<luestiou8 by military courts which are 
properly for civil adjudi< ation, and leave 
nothing for military courts to determine 
butquestions of military jurisdic ion aris- 
ing under the lawa of^ ofvilixad warfiura. 
That we may contrilmte to the general har- 
mony and restoration of good fellowship, I 
would suggest the expediency of amend- 
ing our laws of expatriation, so that 
all who have accepted the terms of am- 
nesty, or received pardon from the Presi- 
dent of the United States, may each go be- 
fore the County or Circuit Court of his 
county, and, upon produciitm of his oath 
of ampeaty or pardon from the President of 
the Uhited Stafce, and satisfactory evidence 
to such court that lia has conformed to the 
conditions of such oath or pardon, such 
court, by order reciting tho-se facts, shall re- 
atonaoeh person to all th' {jtivUegea of dt- 
iaanahlp. This mode of restoration will at 
once open the door to all who, in good lUih, 
have ratumed to their allcgianoa and their 
home*: and wUl still exclude tboaa who re- 
fuse giva pvid?nfe of their abpodoqiiient 
Ot tU^ini^liUif ft Ml* (iwvirjitm^at, lUt 



who wonld be entitled thereto, and the dls- ! grating thereto, would adopt laws so hostile 



crimination just and proper. To forgive a 
man who doea not ask it^ nor crave it, and 
MOlsaaMto to itohto which ha had forfeited, 
wottld be to oflisr a bMUiy to wrong; bat to 
forgive those who seek it, Md who glTO »- 
surance of future allcgteaoa, ia tha feao^- 
ity of patriotiam. 

The govenuMMt af Hw Ualo* ia toaaded 
upon the exiatsnee of StotM. Tha exlat- 
ence of States presupposM State rights. 
Without t/ie Stdte.H there could be no United 
.States formed upon the basis of republican 
government. At the foundation of that 
Union is this distinctive, well-marked fea- 
ture of a united republican government— 
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Ith the simile restraining right of the 

General Government to guarantee a repub- 
lican form. This ia the feature which, be- 
ing preserved, will forever prevent the only 
remaining danger to ear republican gov- 
ernment— eentramoMon. The Federal or 
united sovereignty can only require that a 
Siaie «-ball have a rei>ublican form of gov- 
ernment; and can only interpose topreveiA 
a State of tha Union from adopting a mon- 
archy, or other form of government than a 
republican or people's government. If the 
State government be repnblioaa ki form, 
the right lo direct its details is exclusively 
with the State, and wholly without the 
{K)wers of the Federal Government. One 
of the rights sacred to this form of govern- 
ment, and which is panof^lad by eonatita- 
tional guarantees, is the right of^ each State 
to determine for itself who shall be eligible 
to office, and who shall exercise the elective 
franchise. So carefully guarded is this fun- 
damental llBatara of our govMnment, that 
those to be elected to Federal oflicea by the 
people are remitted to the respective State 
regulations. Members of the House of 
Representatives to Congress are to tie chosen 
by those in the respective States who aie 
entitled to vote for the most numerous 
branch of the State Legislature. Senators 
are chosen by the Legisl i turee of the re- 
spective States. Electors for President and 
\ ice President are to be chosen in such 
manner us the respective States may pre- 
scribe, with only the power in the General 
Goveroment to prsaoribe the time for hold- 
ing such elections. How well and carel iil- 
ly guarded are the rights of States upon the 
elective Iraiu liise. The whole power over 
the elective franchiae is with each State—no 
part of it is left to the United SUUet. This 
is the security againat centralization. To 
destroy this safeguard would be to central- 
ize. To centralize would he to destroy re- 
publican government. The attempt to de- 
stroy oar rapaUieaa gOTarnmaat ia treason . 
The effort tooentralise is treasonable to our 
republican government, is but the counter- 
part oflhe rel>ellion whi:-h sought to d* stioy 
by disintegration, and whi(|^ has been so 
successfully repres.sed. The eoanterpart 
must also be rrushcd ere rebellion willbe 
etlectively crushed. The Federal Govern- 
ment is a government of I'mleil V'k^ .n, ' or- 
dained aud established" by "the people of 
of the United States," "in order to form a 
more perfect union, establish justice, insure 
domestic tranquility, provide for the com- 
mon defense, promote the general welfare, 
and secure the blessings of liberty to our- 
selves and our posterity." 

To preserve the rights of the State, with- 
out suirendering the just rights of the ))eo- 
ople in their national authority, is the wise 
and statefftuanlike policy of the present 
Chief Executive of the United States. 
Every true friend of rei)ublican govern- 
ment must feel himself constrained to the 
support of such an Administration. Under 
his jirudent care order emerges from the 
chaos of revolution; harmony supersedes 
the babel of recent conflict; good fellow- 
ship arrests the course of paaaion and pre- 
Jodioe; and Union finaly biada the elements 
of State and nation. It is a source of grat- 
ification to all lovers of civil liberty to wit- 
ness the steadiness of purpose with which 
he pursues, with unbending will, the ac- 
aoBipliahment of the de^red aDd,tAe entire 
rettoreltkm of civil government. 

An important 'luestion is still open for 
your consideration, thrown upon us an one 
of the unavoidable rulings of the rebellion. 
Though the pronar aolatloaof all the de- 
tails connected therewith is diflloaU, yet, at 
this day, it must be apparent to every man, 
whatever may have been his previous hopes 
aud for;uer convictions, that the extinction 
of sUvery within tiM Unitad StatM and its 
dependencies is one of the inexorable and 
irreversible conclusions of the logic of re- 
iielLion. It rests not in human power to re- 
instate or longer preserve .slaver3'. How 
shall we dispose of this question? Shall 
we fold our hands and refuse to act, and 
content ourselves with sullen submission 
to unavoidable results; or shall we mani- 
fest our just appreciation ol existing facts 
by timely and appropriate action? 

The time for partisan disputation upon 
this (luestion has passed, and we should 
think and act with a wise and prudent re- 
gard to our present Interests and future 
good, regardless of the passions of the hour 
aud the prejudices of the moment. I there- 
fore invoke your calm and patriotic consid- 
eration to thia qatotlon, that yaa may take 
such action as will redound to the honor 
and goo<l of our State. 

There are but two uieaus of settling this 
question— one through separata^State ac- 
Uod; tlie other by the aotioa of the people 
of tha StatM throng an amendment to the 
Federal OoaaUtution. Our Stale has but 
two modeaof reaching the subject by sep- 
arate State action. First, by legislative 
emancipation, with jnst nompanastfon, wad, 
second, by aa amendment to the State Con- 
stitution in the appointed mode. The for- 
mer is deemed impracticable, unless the 
Legislature shall assuuie the fact that slave 
property is now of no value. Although this 
may be true in fact, yet has the Legislature 
the right to assume it? The latter mode, 
by amendment of the State C(;nstitution, is 
expensive, besides being too slow to meet 
the necessities of our present condition. Ou 
the other band, the adoption of the pro- 
posed amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion is without expense, is iumiediate; is 
t'lVective; and just as lawful as the other 
modes. If it be objected that this is an in- 
road upon State rttjhts, due oonsideration 
will demonstrate the error of such objec- 
tion. Slcmery being local, the regulation 
and government of it, as propertij, doea of 
right belong to the State where it exists. 
Hut freedom is nattonat, and, when it is a 
settled <iuestiou that aia very shall no longer 
e.Kist in the United States, what State right 
can iiossibly be invaded by declaring this 
determination through the National Consti- 
tution? To provide for the regulation and 
gorernmetit of slave properly is the right of 
the State, because slavery is local and 
limited to the State; but frccdomln national, 
and is, therefore, more appropriately- d« - 
clared so to be through the Federal c on 
stitution than by local or Staie ac; ua. 

The power to enforce the f reedoui .so se- 
cured by the first section of the proposed 
amendment, is aptly limited in the second 
section lo ajtpro^irtiite legislation for i;s en- 
forcement. The only power conferred is to 
enforce the right to frei dom— the right to 
life, liberti/, and projierlij. There is no 
power to confer <Uhcr I'rancnisos than 
freedom, and the i-oiiseciuent power to pro- 
tect thai freedom from hostile legialation of 
Statea. Haaoa aay laws aoaetad by a State 
hostile to the freedom guaranteed by the 
Constitution, would be in conflict therewith, 
and null and void; and an appropriate 
remedy may bo giveu through the judicial 
tribunals to sel aside such hostile legisla- 
tion. 

Should any of the rcwnl shive States, 
for any purpose, attempt to nullify the 
freedom secured by the Constitution; or 
should any of the loruier free States at- 
tempt, l)y hoslil« conslitulious or legisla- 
tion, to abridge the right of freedom, by 
prohiMtiag the migration of the freedmen 
to each States, all such action will be in 
conflict with Ihe Constitution, and will be 
declared null and void. In a word, any 
State, wishing to add to the immunities of 
fraadato, will have the reserved right to do 
so for itaelf, but will be inhibited from 
abridging th:- natural right of "life, liberty 
and the pur.suitof happiness." Franchises 
other than treedoiii are political, not 7ialura^, 
and are left to the Statea rsMaa^Tely to 
rignlate each for itself. ThalMeral Con- 
stitution will bear equally upon every State 
aud alike upon all, and so muHt all laws 
for its enforoement. Tli" law which bears 
upon South Carolina v iii v. lUi equal force 
bear upon Maasachuseit . We shall thus 
be secured from divisions among ourselves 
in the recent slave Stales which would ins- 
evitably and unavoidably result ftrom sep- 
arate Stale action; and the forn^er free 
States will be as effectively debarred from 
hoatile legialation to oonone tha fraedmen 
within fotaMv UtoMi^ W wa Hi* aul^eot 
left to neparato State aetton, tha eartain and 
in-'vitablo reauit wnuM foU«Tw, that some 
Si;dt>, lu umvf t'! t'.'iH* UiH fr*»#tlitt6tt iVgrn 
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as to amount to worse than enslavement; 
others would, in self-defense, pursue simi- 
lar and more stringent enaotmeats; and the 
former free States would adopt like policy 
to exclude them from their limits; and thus 
this unfortunate race woulil be driven by 
persecuting laws, with no place of refuge 
and no means of defense, until the voica of 
the civilized world would be raiaed ajalast 
the inic^uity of our proceedings. 

Nay, further: this hostile legislation, 
which would inevitably result, if left to 
separate State action, as a logical sequence, 
would give overwhelming force to the de- 
mand for additional guarantees to freedom 
throngh another smailmsnf. securing to 
the freedmen the power of self-prote4;tion 
through the ballot-box. We of the hereto- 
fore slave States, knowing the incapacity of 
the negro population for self-government, 
and much less for the government of others, 
will be secured against the follies, 
evils, and dangers of separate State 
action, by ailoptiiig tlie proposed 
amendment, and will -tvoid the evil most 
dreaded by our people, of having the negro 
placed upon political diualUy. To leave 
the power of hostile legislation in the sev- 
eral States, after slavery has ceased to ex- 
ist, and universal emancipation has made 
freedom t/ioroujhl// nutional, would be to 
invite the evils we most dread, and incur 
dangers greater than any throngh which we 
have passed. 

On the other hand, the adoption of the 
proposed amendment will give to us perjw-t- 
ual Indemnity against the attt iupt to con- 
trol the question of sullrage through the 
Federal power. Each State being inhibited 
from hostile legislation abridging the right 
of ireedom, but left at liberty to enlarge the 
privileges of freedmen, the moment any 
State shall confer upon rtiat class the right 
of 6utl'rage, it will be followed by a tide of 
"colored" migration to such State, and by 
the best class of the white population of 
such State, in return, coming to those States 
where the government is reserved to the 
white man. Tha oartaiaty of thia reaalt 
will be a perpetual goaranty against the 
agitation of the negro-suffrage question. 
Each State t>eing secured, as it is, in the 
right to regulate its own institutions of gov- 
ernment, with the single restriction that it 
shall be republican in form, no State can 
insist on another adopting negro suffrage, 
except by setting the example. The cer- 
tainty of t)eing flooded with '"colored" vo- 
ters, and of losing their own better popula- 
tion, will be the surest guaranty that such 
examples will not be very far extended. 
The adoption of tha ptonooad aaMDdment 
will give the quietus to the question of ne- 
gro sulVrage. The loyal record of Kentucky 
will be complete in all hf.iior by its adop- 
tion. In addition to which, it will insure a 
more fsTorable haaring of oar alaioM for 
indemnity for thoae slavea taken into the 
I'nited States service and freed by congres- 
sional enactments. The rejet:tion can ao 
complish no good; for it is now reduced to 
a certainty that, during the preaaat winter, 
the requisite number of Statea to' make it 
part ol the Constitution will ratify it. 

What is to Income of the negro? This 
will be solved Ijy lime and the natural laws 
governing population and labor. The ques- 
tion, if left alone, will solve itsell; or, 
rather, the future will suggest the proper 
sohuion. The 4U'>stion oi what shall be- 
come of him, constitiil4's neither an objec- 
tion nor an argumenl againat the proposed 
amendment, lie Will be free — what more, 
the f''ture must develop. What shall be- 
couie of us? Shall we refuse to make wiaa 
provision for our present, baoaaaa we can- 
not sea ar datonaia* wmt flrtant The 
(luestioa la aa la tha aaaaaaaaathe 
other. 

Having been compelled by my positiou 
to investigate the question, in order to de- 
termine what course a just anil prudent 
statesmanship demanded, 1 have given you 
the sincere convictions of my mind, and 
only ask that yon will, with like inlagrity 
of purpose, consider tne important bearing 
which your action is to have upon the pres- 
ent anil future good of our Staie. 

The eutire breaking up of our labor sys- 
tem, and tha nsa—Tty of adopttag a new 
system apon the f^ baais, soggeats the 
propriety ot adopting measures to invite lo 
our lields of labor a superior class of labor- 
ers, who have, by reason ot slavery, here- 
tofore been kept from oar Btatob 'xoor at- 
tention is particularly Invited to the anbjeci 
of adopting suitable encouragements to in- 
diK-e immigration to our State. The va^it 
extent of our mineral wealth t > be devel- 
oped, and which is now attracting much 
attention, and drawing capital to our State 
for investment, demands a superior class of 
laborers to those we hare lieretolore em- 
ployed. Our fertile lauds and genial cli- 
mate will likewise present strong induce- 
ment to agriealtural industry. 

If, in addition to these measures, proper 
encouragement he given, by suitable inter- 
nal imi>rovements, to afford facilities to in- 
dustry and capital, by opening up our nat- 
ural thoroughfares to navigation, and mak- 
ing suitable roads for transportation of the 
products of the country to market, and tor 
receiving supplies of merchandiae and other 
commodilies in return, we ahall saoa auiko 
our .State the pride of the Uatda* Mil has 
l>een the pride of her sons. 

Trusting that yoar oonntola may be char- 
acterised by wisdom and blessed with the 
harmony of patriotism, yon will find me 
c\er ready to co-operale witii yon in every 
thing which tends to the honor, the welfare, 
ahdaappiaasa of oar aaoa l a.
